Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 1 - 34 have 
been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. 
However, upon further consideration and in view of applicant's argument on pages 12 
and 13, claims 1-34 have a two way restriction. Examiner thanks Applicant to 
clarifying and pointing out that this application has two inventions by showing on page 
12 that there are limitations featured in claims 12 and 27 that do not appear in claims 1 
-11.

A database server generated from another database server by 
modifying the code of other server to optimize the code for execution on 
database appliance.
